Books  are  mailed  free,  in  accordance  with  the  postal  regulations,  to  blind  readers  upon  application  to  the 
Saint  Louis  Public  Library,  Department  for  the  Blind. 

Readers  are  asked  to  return  this  list  with  desired  titles  checked.  This  will  insure  against  receiving  the  same 
title  a  second  time. 

The  loan  period  is  30  days,  with  the  privilege  of  renewal. 

In  order  to  provide  continuous  reading,  the  next  volume  of  the  book  in  the  reader’s  hands,  or  a  new  title, 
will  be  mailed  at  the  end  of  30  days,  but  no  more  volumes  than  this  will  be  sent  out  until  the  previous  volume 
has  been  returned.  Accordingly,  continuous  reading  matter  is  assured  to  rapid  readers  who  will  return  separate 
volumes  promptly  when  they  have  been  read. 

Books  to  be  returned  should  be  mailed  in  the  canvas  covers  provided  by  the  Library,  or  well  padded  and 
wrapped  in  paper. 

All  titles  printed  in  Grade  2  will  be  preceded  by  a  number  ”2.”  Those  preceded  by  no  mark  are  in  Grade
